I  will  do  every  task 
that  is  set  before  me  to  the  best  of  my 
ability.  I  will  conduct  myself  as  if  the 
whole  issue  of  the  war  depended  upon 
my  efforts  alone.” 

The  sentiments  that  this  brave  soldier 
expressed  stir  us  deeply,  for  we  know  he 
was  ready  to  give  his  life  in  defense  of 
what  he  believed  was  right.  Today  thou¬ 
sands  of  soldiers  are  fighting  in  the  same 
spirit  of  self-sacrifice.  How  little  in  com¬ 
parison  are  boys  and  girls  able  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  survival  of  American 
democracy! 

Yet  we  boys  and  girls  are  ready  and 
eager  to  do  our  utmost  in  whatever  ca¬ 
pacity  we  will  be  most  useful.  One  of 
the  best  ways  to  help  is  to  invest  the 
money  we  earn  in  war  stamps  and  bonds. 
There  are  numerous  activities  in  which 
all  school-age  children  may  participate. 
The  4-H  Club  organization  has  1,500,000 
members  who  are  specializing  in  one  par¬ 
ticular  kind  of  work.  The  nation  now 
needs  many  things  that  young  people 
can  make  and  do  more  than  it  ever  has 
before.  It  needs  the  food  supplies  they 
can  produce;  it  needs  strong,  healthy 
young  men  and  women  to  work  efficiently 
at  every  task — to  can  and  store  food,  to 
make  home  safety  equipment,  and  to 
keep  appliances  and  machinery  in  repair. 
Yes,  it  needs  young  people  who  will  help 
make  family  incomes  go  further,  make 
farms  and  homes  more  efficient,  and

conserve  the  materials  so  desperately 
needed. 

These  opportunities  to  serve  are 
offered  all  young  people — those  who  are 
4-H  Club  members  and  those  who  are 
not — through  the  4-H  Victory  Corps. 

The  Navy  now  needs  500,000  plane 
models  for  which  each  state  has  been 
given  a  certain  quota.  Boy  Scouts, 
schools,  4-H  Clubs,  Junior  Birdmen,  and 
other  organizations  will  soon  be  at  work 
preparing  these  models. 

Girl  and  Boy  Scouts,  too,  are  offering 
their  services  to  the  nation.  The  Boy 
Scouts  have  distributed  victory  bond 
and  stamp  posters,  collected  10,000,000 
pounds  of  aluminum,  and  have  cooper¬ 
ated  in  many  other  activities  of  the  con¬ 
servation  and  salvage  program.  Many 
of  them  are  trained  in  first  aid.  Their 
chief  contribution  to  civilian  defense  has 
been  the  newly  organized  messenger 
service. 

Another  organization,  the  Junior  Red 
Cross,  has  been  constructing  Morse  Code 
keyboard  practice  sets  to  be  used  by 
radio  operators  who  are  confined  to 
Army  and  Navy  hospitals.  These  Junior 
Red  Cross  members  will  also  make  games 
to  be  distributed  to  American  soldiers 
who  visit  Red  Cross  Clubs  in  Australia, 
Great  Britain  and  North  Ireland. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  Consumers 
Victory  Clubs  should  be  established 
throughout  the  country  in  an  effort  to 
carry  on  well  organized  campaigns 
against  waste.  These  clubs  could  do  a 
great  deal  towards  informing  the  public 
of  price-fixing  and  rationing.  The  gov¬ 
ernment  hopes  that  every  young  person 


who  possibly  can  will  take  an  active  part 
in  this  war  against  waste. 

Many  young  people  are  planning  to 
take  courses  in  high  schools  this  sum¬ 
mer,  studying  subjects  of  war-time  im¬ 
portance,  such  as  mathematics,  science, 
English,  social  studies,  aviation,  home 
nursing,  nutrition,  first  aid,  and  physical 
training. 

We  are  looking  forward  eagerly  to 
high  school,  where  we  shall  choose 
courses  to  prepare  us  for  further  study 
in  college,  or  for  work  in  industry  and 
business.  Before  saying  farewell  to  the 
A.  D.  Higgins  School,  we  wish  to  express 
our  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  to  Mr.  Lee,  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  to  Mr.  White,  our 
principal,  to  Mr.  Parkman,  former  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  and  to  our  teachers 
and  parents,  for  the  guidance  and  assist¬ 
ance  they  have  given  us.  We  sincerely 
hope  that  our  progress  in  the  future  will 
be  a  credit  to  our  school  and  our  homes. 

Classmates,  our  country  needs  the  very 
best  we  can  give  her.  Let  us  all  remem¬ 
ber  that  “Work  Will  Win,”  not  any  kind 
of  work  performed  under  compulsion,  but 
hard,  persistent  work  done  enthusiasti¬ 
cally  with  a  definite  purpose.

Boys’  Basketball 

THIS  year  the  Boys’  Basketball  Team 
enjoyed  one  of  their  most  successful 
seasons  on  the  basketball  surface. 
They  displayed  a  fine  brand  of  basket¬ 
ball  during  the  season. 

Practice  sessions  were  called  early  this 
year  by  Coach  George  LaGrange.  This 
move  no  doubt  helped  Higgins  a  great 
deal. 

At  the  close  of  the  practice  sessions 
Coach  LaGrange  selected  for  his  first 
team,  Vining  and  Kot  forwards,  Orefice 
center,  Pliska  and  Fede  guards.  This 
line-up  proved  to  be  a  strong  combine, 
judging  from  Higgins  record. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  for  Hig¬ 
gins  found  them  clashing  with  the  pow¬ 
erful  County  Home  quintet.  The  Hig¬ 
gins  boys  felt  that  this  game  would  be 
a  hard  fought  contest  and  it  proved  to  be 
just  that.

Both  teams  let  the 
starting  five  remain  in  the  game  because 
it  was  so  nip  and  tuck,  all  the  way.  The 
half  ended  with  Higgins  leading  16  to  13. 
There  was  much  speculation  between  the 
spectators  as  to  who  would  win  the 
game. 

Finally  the  second  half  got  under  way, 
and  immediately  after  the  opening  whis¬ 
tle  Higgins  began  to  click.  The  passing 
by  the  home  team  was  brilliant.  There 
was  not  much  scoring  in  the  second  half 
of  the  game  by  the  County  Home  because 
of  the  Higgins  man  to  man  defense. 

It  was  late  in  the  third  period  when 
Matt  Pliska,  star  guard  of  Higgins 
went  out  of  the  game  with  four  fouls. 
This  was  a  bad  break  for  Higgins  and  it 
compelled  them  to  fight  harder.  The 
game  ended  20  to  20  and  thus  an  over¬ 
time  period  of  3  minutes  wras  necessary. 

The  overtime  period  started  with  both 
teams  on  edge.  Finally  the  ice  was 
broken  when  Fede  made  a  basket  to 
put  Higgins  in  the  lead  by  the  score  of 
22  to  20.  A  few  seconds  after,  Kot 
made  a  beautiful  pass  to  Vining  who 
shot  from  the  red  line  and  scored  two 
points,  making  the  score  Higgins  24, 
County  Home  22.  A  few  seconds  later 
the  whistle  sounded  and  the  game  ended 
with  Higgins  winning  24  to  22.  The 
Higgins  team,  Coach  LaGrange  and  the 
Higgins  rooters  were  happy  over  the 
Higgins  victory.
